The primary issue in the campaign, 
which he predicted would be the most 
hotly contested in many years, Mr. 
Bryan said, would be taxation. The 
democratic substitute for the Mellon 
tax reduction bill, he declared, gave 
sreatey reductions and “discriminated 
in favor of the masses instead of the 
holders of large income,” He ex- 
pressed the ppinion party lines in con- 
gress would break on consideration of

REVENUE SOURCE 


Granted an additional week by 
council to complete the 1924 budget, 
the finance committee of council will 
resume its work at 10 o'clock this 
morning by hearing recommendations 
On Water rate increases from Alder- 
man J. R. Bachman, chairman; City 
Comptroller B. Graham West and 
Superintendent of Waterworks W. 
Zode Smith. 

The special committee was author- 
ized by the finance committee to look 
into sources of additional revenue after 
the cominittee bad found itself in what 
appeared to be a hopeless «eadlock 
over further reductions in the list of 
1924 expenditures with a total of 
about $1,600,000 more expense con- 
templated than the city’s total esti- 
mated revenue on present tax assess- 
ment and water rate figures. 

Alderman Bachman said Monday 
night that he could not divulge the 
nature of the recommendations the 
special committee will make to the 
full committee today. :

HOW HEARTS FAIL, 

By this time the faithful reader 
will begin to suspect that hearts don’t 
fail unless there is something radical- 
ly the matter with "em. That's right. 
They don't. 

When a heart is getting ready to 
fail the victim always has ample 
warning that there is something the 
matter. if, in spite of such warning 
signals, he prefers to stick to his al- 
manac remedies, trying this and that 
for run down conditions, tired feeling, 
nervous strain and the like, why, its 
his funeral and te is entitled to con- 
duct it in his own way. Only when 
the failure does become sufficient to 
interfere with the fellow’s routine 
work or play or put him in bed, for 
truth’s sake let him refrain from ex- 
claiming that it is so sudden, for heart 
disease ia practically always a mut- 
ter of slow, insidious, gradual de- 
velopment: the heart failure goes 
hand in hand with the progress of the 
disease. 

Just what are the warning signals 
of heart failure? I can’t tell you. It 
ig contrary to my hygienic principles 
to display symptoms. Anyhow, there 
are no pathognomonic signs of heart 
failure, tho I do not mind mentioning 
a few conditions which at least make 
the state of the heart sugpicions and 
Warrant a proper physical examina- 
lion: 

1. Consciousness of a falling off in 
physical efficiency—the frank recog- 
lition that you are incapable of as 
much effort as you were able to put 
ferth withcut discomfort last season. 

2. If you fina that you become 
evsily fatigued when you try to read 
or write or otherwise make a mental 
effort for a short time. 

3. An unusual feeling of beifg 
“done up” after some moderate physi- 
cal or mental effort which you did 
not mind a year ago. 

4. More marked short windedness 
or puffing when you walk up grade or 
climb the stairs than you used to ex- 
perience when you were well.
